WASHINGTON. — A clear 
definition of the place and 
purpose of officers, warrant 
officers, noncommissioned of- 
ficers and specialists in the 
Army is the likely outcome of 
a series of studies and actions 
which the Army is preparing 
at this time.

WASHINGTON — A new “easy 
wi'to save” program for all Army 
EM ‘was incorporated into the 
soldiers’ deposit system this week 
to allow such deposits by signature 
as well as by cash 

Effective 1 August, all enlisted 
personnel will be able to make 
soldiers’ deposits by merely au 
thorizing by their signature 
matic deductions from their pay 
checks. They can make such au 
thorizations for a single deduc 
tion for a specific month or ap- 
prove continuous monthly deduc 
tions for an indefinite period. 

More than 245,000 EM will be 
immediately affected, and the new 
savings plan is expected to send 
the number of soldiers deposit ac 
counts soaring to new highs. 

Latest figures available showed 
that 245,608 EM -have $41,971,867 
in savings ih soldiers’ deposits. 

The new system also was ex- 
pected by Army officials to speed 
up pay lines; and be a godsend to 
unit commanders Who have to keep

WASHINGTON. — Activation in 
recent weeks of the first units 
scheduled to be equipped with 
Lacrosse surface-to-surface and 
Hawk surface-to-air missiles was 
confirmed by the Army this week.

Howitzer Explodes at Huachuca 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—Twelve men were injured, two of them 
seriously, when the barrel of a 105mm howitzer exploded at the East 
Firing Range of the Army Electronic Proving Ground. 

Malfunctioning of either the howitzer’or the projectile caused the 
explosion, sending pieces of shrapnel among members of the gun 
crews. The shattered artillery piece was the center gun in a battery 
of five howitzers. } 

Five of the injured men were hospitalized- at the Army Hospital 
here. Listed in serious condition were Sgt. Robbie Williams and PFC 
Blain H. MacLaughlin. 

All of the men were members of A Btry., Ist Howitzer Bn., 7th 
FA, attached here from Fort Riley, Kans. 

The projectile, containing 6 pounds of TNT, exploded halfway up 
ihe l-inch-thick barrel of the howitzer. The force of the explosion 
caused a piece of shrapnel to tear off the headlight and grill of a 5-ton 
truck standing 50 yards to the rear of the gun. Another piece severed 
two %-inch-thick steel plates of a neighboring gun.

troops at the transfer ceremony. He 
had. been appointed conimander of 
the District of Alaska 6 Sept., 1867, 
arriving in Sitka Harbor 10 October.

Need for Strength 


The 11,000-word pamphlet recently is- 
sued by the Democratic Advisory Council 
under the title “The Military Forees We Need 
and How to Get Them” makes good reading; 
a lot of Congressmen should take it home for 





study. In brief, it analyses the strategic posi- ° 


tion of the United States in face of Soviet 
progress in military technology. It proposes 
that we make increasing efforts to build an 
adequate deterrent to nuclear war, as well 
as providing enough non-nuclear forces to 
support our foreign commitments. To accom- 
plish this, the council says, we must speed 
the Atlas, Titan, Polaris and Minuteman pro- 
grams to close the missile gap; create five 
more Army divisions and modernize the Army 
itself to provide better balanced forces with 
improved limited war capability. The substi- 
tution of missiles for manned aircraft would 
be carried out in the continental air defense 
program and additional savings would be 
made by eliminating carriers. 

As a “minimum force,” says the authors, 
the Army would require a total strength of 
1,100,000 men (19 divisions) with eight di- 
visions (instead of the present three) ready 
for immediate movement and use overseas. 

Proposals such as these are not going to 
be greeted by cheers in every quarter, but 
agreement surely can be found that an aug- 
mented force —- American and allied — is 
needed in Europe where trouble seems most 
likely to face us. In making his calculations 
for a limited attack against our relatively 
weak forces now stationed there, an aggres- 
sor would have reason to hope for a quick 


success, That is why our official “line” is to 
abandon thought of seriously opposing an 
enemy with conventional forces, but to 


threaten immediate nuclear retaliation if he 
moves in. This is supposed to deter him from 
limited gains. 

But suppose he considers this a bluff— 
knowing, as we do, that conventional warfare 
in a limited area would ravage Europe far 
less than would the use of nuclear weapons. 
He might then launch his attack and gain his 
ends quickly, while allied leaders were still 
steeling their souls to loose the thunderbolts. 

On the other hand, a very strong allied 
force would present an aggressor with quite 
another problem. As the council puts it: 

“Suppose it is strong enough so that to be 
sure of winning he must undertake a major 
mobilization of his forces, must move mil- 
lions of men around, disrupt his economy and 
the economies of his allies, and expose his 
vast forces to military counter-action by con- 
centrating them in the forward areas behind 
the line of attack. A strong defense will force 
this action whether the aggressor is planning 
a purely conventional assault or is planning 
an assault with tactical nuclear weapons—so 
long, that is, as he does not throw aside all 
pretense of limited action and use his own 
strategic nuclear forces. Such a concentration 
would indeed be required to attack a NATO 
force of even 30 divisions, which is General 
Norstad’s minimum objective for the central 
front (the Alps to the Baltic) .” 

Faced with such a vigorous and sustained 
“defense, a potential enemy might well-be ex- 
pected to take pause. He would have to con- 
sider first whether to make a nuclear strike 
against North America to forestall a possible 
strike from the U.S. against him, for tensions 


will have been built up to that extent. In 
other words, even a conventional assault 
upon a strong NATO defense would result 
in a war of such dimensions that the aggres- 


sor must reg ird it asa | poor risk. 
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The Army Way of Life

There’s an old saying in and outside the 
Army that there are three ways of doing 
things: the right way, the wrong way, and 
the Army way. 

Since the saying obviously means the 
Army is incomprehensible, an effort to 
make it not only comprehensible but ac- 
ceptable seems necessary. 

Take the case of Army rolling stocks 
that are made to perform far from home, 
where situations arise in which the equip- 
ment has to be operated under conditions 
quite differently from those on the home 
front. You and I know that the people who 
drive this assortment of vehicular materiel 
on Stateside highways are not required to 
navigate them in streams and rivers knee- 
high or deeper. Neither are they expected 
to wallow in all kinds of mud and ooze 
and still operate them at peak efficiency. 
In such instances, the Army way of doing 
a certain thing is the necessary and right 
way for the Army. 

Yes, the Army way is different, but few 
of us who have been in the service for 
any length of time would want to recom- 
mend doing away with wearing the uni- 
form in a certain way, marching in step, 
saluting, and doing the hundreds of other 
things we do every day in the cause of im- 
proving discipline and efficiency. 

* . . 


THE ARMY WAY is based on the theory 
that we must have a system that guaran- 
tees success. The system that has paid 
off in most battles ever since man first 
found fighting necessary is the one based 
on competent leadership backed up by an 
obedient, dedicated, and well-trained fol- 
lowing. 

The effectiveness of a military team is a 
lot more than the sum of the fighting abili-. 
ties of each man. The promptness and 
thoroughness with which each man car- 
ries out his part af the team’s mission 
doubles or triples the effectiveness of each 


man, Eleven men, brave and strong, oper- 
ating on their own, could never watch 11 
men working under one good leader—when 
each of the latter is ready and able to do 
what the leader wants done. 

The Army way is a means to an end 
whereby individuals learn to place the 
task of their units—their teams—above 
their personal desires. Because this isn’t 
easy and takes a certain:amount of indoc- 
trination and motivation, others outside 
the Army mistakenly think of it as a way 
of doing things backwards. Actually, in its 
many activities, particularly in the re- 
search and development fields, the Army 
is a progressive service looking -steadily 
ahead to the future. 

The Army way is a way of life each per- 
son starts forming the day he or she en- 
ters the Army. Each day this habit be- 
comes more ingrained. For some persons, 
the Army way requires a period of mental, 
physical, and even spiritual adjustment, 
mostly because it is a way of life that puts 
the interest of the group above self. Once 
this attitude has been achieved, the Army 
Way becomés — in the words of the United 
States Military Academy motto — a way 
of life dedicated to “Duty, Honor, Coun- 
try.” 

* * . 

ANY WAY YOU FACE IT, the Army 
way of doing things is integrally tied up 
with its manifold missions, whether they 
be carried out by a private in the line 
or a general at headquarters. These mis- 
sions all have a common denominator: 
they must be performed efficiently and in 
the quickest possible time commensurate 
with effectiveness and safety. 

This common goal is particularly true 
today when the materiel and methods of 
modern warfare demand higher standards 
of training and discipline than ever be- 
fore. Those who lay down the rules of 
military conduct and warfare want us to 
learn those things about our profession 
that may some day save lives.

As ORGANIZATIONS grow larger, it appears to 
be their nature that it becomes harder and harder 
for its members to know what other components are 
doing. It is also difficult for the organization to 
make itself understood, to its members and to the 

publie to which it is responsible. It is slow to under- 
tame and to react to the desires of those it serves. 
It has difficulty communicating—internally and ex- 
ternally. 

Aphasia is a real human disease. It is char- 
acterized by the inability of the person suffering 
from it to speak or to hear when he is spoken to. 
The aphasiac appears perfectly normal at times. 
There are at other times what appear to be lapses 
in his speech or in his attention when he is spoken to. 
The disease is not entirely understood. It appears 
to be either pathogenic or psychogenic or even, in 
some cases, both. In other words, it can result from 
brain damage (injury or disease) or from a psycho- 
logical disorder (insanity). 

In corporate aphasia, we can disregard the poten- 
tial psyehogenic origin of the disorder. 

I don’t know what the corporate mind is, how 
it comes to be or how it gets sick. But in looking

at the body corporate—of the Army or of any 
other institution—it is easy to see that elements 
are missing in its communications system. 

As set up today, the Army does have troop 
information, public information, legislative liaison, 
foreign liaison, ard intelligence-gathering opera- 
tions. These are designed to tell the Army’s story 
to its individual members, to the public, to Con- 
gress, to foreign governments, and also to get infor- 
mation of interest to the Army from both friendly 
and unfriendly organizations with which the Army 
may do business. 


Lacking in this set up, although an attempt seems 
to have been made to establish it, is an internal 
communications system such that each of the vari- 
ous’ agencies which make up the Army is familiar 
with what all the other agencies are doing. 

+ * 7 


TO OVERCOME this, staff procedures have been 
established. Actions are cleared and coordinated by 
one staff section or agency with another. But this 
is done on an amateur basis, 

Even within major staff section and agencies, 
individuals are not always aware of what is going 
on in adjacent offices. 

Coordination procedures are set up by rule of 
thumb. Those that work do so almost always because 
the individuals applying them make them work. 

This is not to fault individuals. Even good staff 
officers are unfamiliar with the problem and process 
of intercommunication. Nor is this to fault the ex- 
isting organization. So far as it goes, it is able to 
operate. 

But when an organization grows as large as the 
Army, it becomes necessary to establish not only 
the mechanical ‘information channels of the tele- 
phone, radio, publications, distribution formulas, and 
so forth. It is also necessary to establish a group 
of individuals who are skilled in assuring that the 
information that passes back and forth over this 
mechanical communications network is meaningful 
and reaches all it should reach. 

The need is great for “intercommunication 
specialists.” Men qualified to hold such positions 
exist—in the functional fields named above. But 
these men must be identified and assigned to this 
specific job. In fact, it appears that here is a fer- 
tile functional field—an area for functionalists— 
that the Army might well define and establish. 

“Intercommunication functionalists” would be 
drawn from these fields, as they attain the higher

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fe ballistic missile is an ideal instrument for a govern-

A GOOD MANY &eglish phrases 
still in daily use go back several 
centuries. John Heywood, who 
lived in the sixteenth century, col- 
lected such sayings as I know on 
which side my bread is buttered, 
two heads: are better than one, 
Rome was not built in one day, and 
better late than never. 

Miguel de Cervantes, creater of 
Don Quixote, around 1600 was 
using such phrases as a finger in 
every pie, thank you for nothing, 
every dog has his day, raise a hue 
and cry, thou hast seen nothing 
yet, I begin to smell a rat, and 
birds of a feather flock together. 

A good number of our common 
phrases come from old Aesop’s 
fables. These inciude such lines as 
familiarity breeds contempt and 
do not count your chickens before 
they are hatched. 

Bartlett’s “Quotations” is full of 
one and two line quips. “A ship is 
always referred w as ‘she’,” Adm. 
Chester Nimitz is quoted as say- 
ing in 1940, “because it costs so 
much to keep in paint and powder.” 
Ed Wynn, explaining why he sold 
his farm, explained: “Every radish 
I ever pulled tp ‘s€es.ed to have a 
mortgage attached to it.” 

And Bartlett quotes Ogden Nash 
thusly: “I believe a little incom- 
patibility is the spice of life, par- 
ticularly if he has income and she 
is pattable.”

BUT little jokes like those aren’t 

purely modern. The ancients, too, 


had their jokes. Plutarch, for ex-

‘When, as and if that striking 
force also becomes‘ vulnerable to 
Soviet surprise missile attack, as 
the Soviet ICBM program develops, 
the whole moral basis of Allied con- 
fidence and unity will be gravely 
threatened.

TO PRODUCE this result is one 
of the chief aims of Soviet policy. 
Mr. Khrushchev’s constant refer- 
ences to his beloved rockets are 
calculated steps toward this end. 

In this connection, attention 
should be given to the terms of 
these Khrushchev pronouncements. 
Almost without exception they 
have been associated with existing 
or proposed establishment of U.S. 
missiles in countries from which 
these weapons might reach Soviet 
targets, or with U.S. air bases in 
such locations. The threat to Soviet 
security represented by such bases 
is obviously one which is taken 
seriously in Kremlin planning. 

We should not overlook either 
the anxiety of the Kremlin to be 
rid of this threat or the opportuni- 
ties afforded by the qualities of the 
ballistic missile to provide a 
counterthreat. While the ICBM 
may, as a counterthreat against the 
U.S. itself, still be two or three 
years in the future, the Soviets are 
approaching a condition of mis- 
sile plenty in the IRBM field. 

We need not be surprised if in 
the next year or so we hear rumors 
of such weapons having been ac- 
quired by countries in Latin Ameri- 
can where the political climate 
may be developed along anti-U.S. 
lines. Certainly the Soviets have 
labored to provide such a climate, 
notably in Guatemala. That attempt 
failed, but what is now happening 
in Cuba is ominous of another such 
attempt. The unstable character of 
the present Cuban regime is hardly 
reassuring. 

« « * 

SUPPOSE we were to learn, or 
have reason to suspect, that Soviet 
IRBMs say, 1200-mile range, had 
been established in hidden bases in 
the Cuban mountains? 

Such weapons could cover an arc 
of U.S. territory stretching from 
Washington, D.C., through Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Dallas and San 
Antonio. Important SAC bases and 
atomic developments would lie 
within their reach; so would our 
most vital complex of naval bases in 
the Norfolk frea and, of course, our 
missile proving ground at Cape 
Canaveral. What would we do 
then? 

Whatever we did would be a com- 
promise in which, on the one hand, 
might lie vast injury to our home- 
land and on the other a total dis- 
ruption of our relations with. the 
states of Latin America. The sug- 
gestion may be exaggerated, but 
it serves to point up the possibili- 
ties open to those who have missiles 
and whose sole desire is to make 
trouble for others.

WHILE this first use of a rocket as mai! carrier 
grew out ‘Of lotal ‘difficulties, the first advocacy of 
mail rockets coming from scientific circles grew out 
of the unscientific desire to produce a money-making 
item. In June of 1928 the Scientific Society for 
Aeronautics held its annual meeting in the city of 
Zoppot, near Danzig. One of the lecturers on the 
program was Privy Councillor Lorentz, who set out 
to demolish the idea of the possibility of .space 
travel “once and for all time,” as he said. 

But his opponent, Professor Hermann Oberth (my 
teacher and also Wernher von Braun’s) was per 
mitted to speak, too.

TO TRAIN MEN in railroad 
transportation, the school also 
has a 34-mile rail net, the only 
military rail system in the United 
States. The 774th Transportation 
Group (Railway) provides demon- 
stration troops for training pur- 
poses and is also responsible for 
moving to post destinations all 
commercial rail traffic from car- 
riers servicing Eustis. 

Out at Felker Army Airfield 
and Heliport, an airfield operat- 
ing element of the 40th Trans- 
portation Bn. (Maintenance) 
maintains the aircraft. used in 
proficiency flights.

THE SCHOOL—and its felated 


activities—is probably the busiest 
at Fort Eustis itself— 
which, incidentally, was estab- 
lished in 1918 and named for 
Brig. Gen. Abraham Eustis, an 
artilleryman. The post was placed 
under the control of the Chief of 
Transportation.in 1946. But the 
largest subordinate command of 
the Transportation Training Com. 
mand is the 4th Transportation 
Terminal Command “C.” 

This is stationed at Fort Story, 
on the tip of Cape Henry. The 
4th is made up of experts in pier 
operations and in amphibious 
work. It is so organized that it 
could supervise and direct units 
working in 13 to 24 shifts to 
unload up to 520,000 short tons of 
cargo and 150,000 people in a 
month. Or it could embark up to 
360,000 cargo tons and 75,000 
men, 

The 4th is composed in part, of 
terminal service and amphibious 
truck companies, as well as a 
company to handle the gigantic 
BARC ecarrier..In addition to its

TWO OTHER important com- 
mands located at Eustis, as di- 
rectly responsible to the Chief of 
Transportation, are these: 

® The Combat Development 
Group works to find the best doc- 
trine, organization and equipment 
for the Transportation Corps’ 
support of future military opera- 
tions. 

® The Transportation Re- 
search and Engineering Com- 
mand (TRECOM). 

This is the outfit that de- 


veloped and helped prove out 
the innovations in air, land and 
sea transport mentioned at the 
beginning of this article. It was 
also responsible for the aerial 
tramway, the “flying jeep” which 
is still under development, the 
off-road train, and many other 
wonders, 

About 380 military men and 
civilians in TRECOM, under Col. 
Vancel R. Beck, are continually 
at work in the design, engineer- 
ing and development of future 
concepts in transportation. This 
might include Army. aviation, 
marine, railway and special on- 
and-off-road equipment, and ter- 
minal handling techniques. 





Eustis Population Hits 18,380; 
There's a Wait for 


Fort Eustis, located on a broad 
Peninsula between the estuaries 


of the York and James Rivers 
on U.S. Route 60, is about' 10 
miles from Williamsburg, colon- 
ial capital of Virginia where the 
Rockefeller Foundation has re- 
stored the city and made it a 
shrine of early America. 
Yorktown, where Cornwallis 
surrendered to Gep. Washington, 
and Jamestown, site of the first 
permanent English settlement 
in America, are also within easy 
driving distance. In addition.to 
these scenic and historic spots, 
other cities of moré mundane 
interest are nearby — Newport 
News is 15 miles to the north- 
west; Norfolk, 35 miles; and 
Richmond, the capital‘ of Vir- 
ginia is 60 miles southeast. 


HOUSING 


It is easy to see, therefore, 
that the area is densely popu- 
lated, making for congested liv- 
ing conditions and high-priced 
rentals. Eustis itself has a popu- 
lation of 18,380, of which 11,154 
are military, 4132 dependents, 
2624 civilians, 90 at-large units 
and 380 Trecom (Transporta- 


tion Research and Engineering 
Command) and Combat Develop- 
ment. Government quarters are 
seldom available on arrival. They 
are assigned on a point system 


depending on the job — usually: 


there is a delay of approximate- 
ly 30 days for married officers. 


At present there are 97 mul- 
tiple-quarter buildings converted 
from barrack type structures, 
and 421 new permanent Wherry 
and Capehart row-type and du- 
plex family units. These are

a range and refrigerator. 

For married NCOs govern- 
ment housing consists of 40 mul- 
tiple-quarter buildings converted 
from barrack type structures, 
and 718 new permanent, row- 
type and duplex family units.

CG Turned to Army Career 


After Business Success 


Maj. Gen. Norman H. Vissering, 
commanding general of Fort Eus- 
tis, was born in Columbus, Ohio, 
on 16 May 1904. In 1925 he was 
graduated from Northwestern Uni- 
versity, and attended the Commafid 
and General Staff College in 1941. 

Reversing the procedure of many 
generals today, Vissering retired 
from private business to take a 
commission in the Regular Army. 
Before beginning his military ca- 
reer in 1940, as part of the original 
cadre for Camp Blanding, Fla., he 
was one of the largest citrus grow- 
ers in that state, operating. more 
than 1000 acres of grove. 

Sent to. Europe in 1952 as com- 
manding officer of the 4th Logisti- 
cal Command, U.S. Forces in Aus- 
tria, it became his job to set up a 
big supply. base for the Army in 
Leghorn, Italy. — at that time. con- 
sidered one of the most communis- 
tic cities this side of the Iron. Cur- 
tain. 

The tactics and methods he used 
to: accomplish this task ‘suecess- 
fully became the subject of feature 
articles in Time Magazine and sev- 
eral other national publications. 

In July, 1958, Gen. Vissering as- 
sumed command of the U.S. Army 
Tfansportation ‘Training:Command 
at Fort Eustis, where he lives with 
his: wife, ‘the former ‘Miss Naney 
Cotter of ‘Pampa.

There is no elementary or high 
school on post: “Youngsters in 
grades one through seven are 
enrolled in Denbigh or Lee Hall 
public schools, but these classes 
are so crowded and poorly equip- 
ped that many Eustis families 
send their children to private 
schools in Newport News, War- 
wick and Williamsburg. 

The Warwick City High School 
is available for Eustis teenagers. 
Government bus service, author- 
ized only for those children liv- 
ing on the post is arranged 
through the Transportation Of- 
ficer. Families living off post 
must make their own transporta- 
tion arrangements. 


EDUCATION 

The Educational Services Di- 
vision (through the facilities of 
the Army Education Center) of- 
fers classes both at the center 
and at neighboring civilian col- 
leges. 

At the Education Center, on- 
duty classes are held for enlisted 
men, and off-duty classes (group 
study classes) are held on prepar- 
atory, high school and vocation- 
al levels, These classes meet two 
evenings a week for 2% hours. 
Correspondence and _ self-teach- 
ing courses are available through 
the U.S. Armed Forces Institute. 

College level courses can be 
taken at the College of William 
and Mary at Williamsburg, the 
University of Virginia Exten- 
sion Division at Fort Eustis, 
George Washington University 
Extension at Langley AFB, 
Hampton Institute at Hampton, 
Va., and Virginia State College 
at Norfolk. 


CHILDREN AND PETS 


Because of its extremely tech- 
nical mission, the rules and reg- 
ulations ‘covering children and 
pets at Eustis must be more 
strictly enforced than on “family 
type’”’ posts. 

Children are not permitted to 
play games in _ streets—play- 
grounds are provided. Unless an 
adult is with them, they are not 
permitted on drill fields, training 
areas, at Post Headquarters, the 
commissary, PX, clothing store, 
in barracks, the Officers’ or NCO 
Open Messes. When attending 
evening performances children 
under 12 must be accompanied 
by an adult. And of course, the 
shooting of BB gun, pellet rifle 
or pistol, sling shot, or bow and 
arrow is prohibited in the hous- 
ing areas, troop areas and within 
500 feet of any roadway or oc- 
cupied building. Parents are held 
responsible for all damage 
caused by their children. 

Strict regulations also apply 
to pets. Al! animals must be kept 


in quarters, in a dog run or. be 
on a leash or in voice command 
of a responsible person at all 
times. If pets are found roaming 
around alone they are impound- 
ed’ by the Provost Marshal and 
disposed of if not claimed within 
three days after the owner has 
been notified of the impound- 
ment. 

All animal pets, two months or 
older, must have annual rabies 
inoculations. If an animal has 
been inoculated outside the res- 
ervation, the certificate of inoc- 
ulation must be taken to the Vet- 
erinary Clinic for registration 
when the local tag is issued. In- 
oculations are at''the owner’s 
expense. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The only way to get into Fort 
Eustis is through the main gate, 
approached via U.S. Route 60. 


Capital, Piedmont and National 
Air Lines have regularly sched- 
uled flights to and from the 
Newport News Aijrport, about 
five miles from the post. The 
closest military airport is at 
Langley AFB. From these air 
fields cabs and buses go to the 
Newport News Bus Depot, where 
a local Greyhound bus services 
Fort Eustis 

The Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad is the only one that 
serves this post—government 


buses meet all incoming trains at 
Lee Hall, the closest station. The 
Richmond Greyhound Bus lines 
make regular stops just across 
the highway from the post en- 
trance. Commercial taxi service 
is available on post. 


BAGGAGE AND 
HOUSEHOLD GOODS 


Baggage and household goods 
should be addressed to the indi- 
vidual in care of the Transporta- 
tion Officer Bldg. 1607, Fort Eus- 
tis, Va. Upon arrival, the Trans- 
portation Officer should be told 
that the shipment has been made 
and where he can contact the in- 
dividual when it arrives. 

If the shipment is expected to 
arrive before the individual, the 
Transportation Officer should be 
notified of this and the expect 
ed arrival date of the individual.

WASHINGTON. — “The American soldier wants to|' 
fight,” Undersecretary of the Army Hugh M. Milton declared 
in an interview with Army Times this week as he reviewed 
the problems raised at a recent Pentagon conference on ““The 


Ineffective Soldier.” 
And as “ineffective” as some sol- 
diers were in World War II and 
Korea, Milton declared the nation 
was now training a “hard core” 
Army which could handle full mo- 
bilization better than did its small- 
er counterpart in 1939. 
“If we couldn’t, then I shouldn’t 
be here,” Milton remarked. 
To reports that U.S. troops had 
failed to stand up to the enemy in 
battle, Milton had. this comment: 
“The American soldier wants to 
fight. Given.the proper motivation, 
it will be hard to hold him. back, 
I have a tremendous faith in Ameri- 
can youth and the men we are train- 
ing in the Army. 

“We've learned many lessons 
from World War II and Korea and 
now we are building a hard core 
Army of trained NCOs and junior 
officers which we hope can meet 
any emergency the nation might 
face.”

THE WASHINGTON conclave on 
“The Ineffective Soldier” was called 
to discuss three books published 
by the Columbia University Press. 
The bqoks—entitled “The Lost Di- 
visions,” “Breakdown and Recov- 
ery” and “Patterns of Performance” 

were the result of studies launch- 
ed by President Eisenhower when 
he was president of the New York 
school. 

The books were written by Eli 
Ginzberg, an Army manpower ex- 
pert, and a group of associates. To- 
gether, they reflected a rather sorry 
picture in the handling of full 
mobilization for World War II. The 
theme is set in the first book when 
the authors reported: 

“This is the lesson. 

“There were millions of men so 
poorly educated, so emotionally dis- 
turbed, or so without motivation, 
that they could not respond to their 
country’s need or, if they did, they 
were soon found deficient. 

“In World War II the Army 
mobilized 89 divisions. The nearly 
2% million men who failed, either 
because of their own deficiencies or 
because of limitations in manpower 
policies or procedures, represented 
the equivalent of some 165 divi- 
sions, or about 55 divisions if one 
makes allowances for direct sup- 
port troops.”

THEN, ONE BY ONE, the au- 
thors pinpointed failures, includ- 
ing mismanagement of the draft in 
mnay cases and the crack-up of men 
called to the colors. 

Milton said that one of the big- 
gest faults in World War II mobil- 
ization was the fact that draft au- 
thorities believed the nation’s man- 
power pool was inexhaustible. Lat- 
er, draft standards had to be low- 
ered and frequent changes of pol- 
icies led to many dislocations, ac- 
cording to Milton. 

“In the future,” Milton contin- 
ued, “we must have plans (for

MILTON POINTED OUT that the 
emphasis under the new Enlisted 
Management program is to train 
leaders, particularly in the NCO and 
junior officer grades. 

And, commenting on the lack of 
will to fight evidenced by some in 
World. War Il and Korea, Milton 
added: 

“When we get.good NCOs and 
junior officers, motivation will im- 
prove wonderfully.” 

Milton said that there was some 
reassurance to be drawn from the 
experiences of the two wars be- 
cause, he’ said, the books reported 
that many men “cracked up” nof 
in the face of battle or in combat 
but only after they were withdrawn 
and givefi malassignments in sup- 
port troop units. 

He said new emphasis is now 
being placed in the Army on prop- 
er use of manpower but admitted 
that even today malassignment 
troubles crop out.

MILTON told of one field inspec- 
tion trip he made when he found 
what he said was “an appalling mal- 
utilization of personnel” in one 
company. 

“I stopped and had breakfast in| 
a GI mess hall and got talking to 
three sergeants,” Milton related. 
“TI could tell something was wrong, 
so I asked for their TOE and morn- 
ing roster and compared them. 

“The malutilization of manpower 
in this one company was appalling. 
Long lead time training men were 
in short lead time jobs, and men 
with short training were in the 
long lead time jobs.” 

It took Milton just an hour and 
a half by the clock to straighten out 
the company. Milton, in comment- 
ing, said that he did not believe 
such situations were widespread.

ONE of the challenges, and per- 
haps the greatest problem, facing 
manpower planners is the train- 
ing of .men now being. rejected by 
the Army when the rejectees might 
be called up in event of partial or 
full mobilization. 
“We're giving an awful lot of 
thought to that,” Milton said. 
It is possible that plans can be 
worked out that so-called rejects 
might be put through basic train- 
ing periods of varying time tailored 
to meet their capabilities, accord- 
ing to Milton.

tations underscoring the nation’s 
earlier manpower failures. To 
aides he has assigned the tasks of 
finding out what is being done to 
correct them and has ordered a 
continuing review of such - prob- 
lems. 
Milton, rather than being dis- 
couraged by findings of the books, 
concluded: 
“Certainly we have lessons to 
learn from them. But somehow I 
have tremendous faith in the Amer- 
ican people to get any job done 
that has to be done. And the same 
faith in the fighting capabilities of 
the American soldier and American 
men.”

THE BOOKS -pointed out that 
there were bound to be some dis- 
locations in the full mobilization of 
World War II. Oné observation, ac- 
cording to reviewers, is particularly 
notable. It follows: 
“The president of one of Amer- 
ica’s largest and most successful 
manufacturing corporations recent- 
ly estimated that it might be possi- 
ble for his company to expand in- 
definitely.at an annual rate of 15 
percent. 
“Applying this rate to the Army 
as of 1939, the total strength in 
1944 would have amounted to 
slightly above 400,000; in point of 
fact it was over eight. million! 
“At an annual rate of growth -of 
15 percent, it would have taken the 
Army until 1966 to reach this peak 
figure. Actually, the expansion of 
the Army was at a rate of 109 
percent, or more than seven times 
greater than that which the cor- 
poration president put forward as 
the most optimistic estimate of his 
organization’s capability.”

from their pay checks if they don’t 
see it and don’t get it. But a lot of 
people, once they have cash in 
hand, hate to give it up again, even 
if it is to be deposited to their 
own savings account.” 

Analysis of the 245,608 soldier 
deposit accounts indicates that 
74,784 soldiers have active ae 
counts of less than $25. This, in 
turn, would indicate that they are 
one-time savers. In addition, 64,288 
EM have more than $25- but -not 
more than $100 in such accounts, 
indicating one or two or perhaps 
several deposits. 

The number of.EM who have aé> 
counts of more’than $100 is 36,931. 
and these are believed to be the 
career soldiers putting money away 
for retirement. 

Nothing in the’ new system will 
prevent a soldier from making cash 
deposits -if, say, atthe middle of 
the month he has too much tash ih 
his pocket. 

Army officials have been work- 
ing on the new system for more 
than two years. Its adoption was 
simplified by the new. payroll 
voucher systém inaugurated for the 
troops last 1. January. Until the 
voucher pay system came along, it 


had been planned to use an allot- 
ment system but the latter was 
never put into effect for fear’ it 
would be too cumbersome. 

Details of the mew system are 
outlined in Circular 35-88 dated 22 
June but yet to be distributed 
Armywide. Under it, those author: 
izing automatic monthly. deduc- 
tions can change the amount or 
stop the deduction bya simple 
signed request.

PHILADELPHIA.—Piasecki Air- 
craft Corporation, designers and 
builders of the Army VZ-8P (Pia- 
secki “Sky-Car”), the world’s first 
aerial jeep to achieve succcessful 
flight, this week announced another 
“first”: the successful flight of the 
world’s first aerial jeep powered 
with a jet engine. 

Before an audience composed of 
armed forces representatives and 
company test department em- 
ployees, this latest version of the 
VZ-8P, the jet powered aerial jeep, 
completed an out of ground effect 
flight achieving an altitude of 30 
feet The flight demonstration, 
which included verticle take-offs, 
hovering, maneuvers midair and 
landings, took place at the com- 
pany’s Philadelphia plant at Inter- 
national Airport. 

F. N. Piasecki, president of Pi- 
asecki, expressed elation at the 
performance of this latest version 
of his company’s revolutionary, 
wingless ground and air vehicle. 

“Every expectation and promise 
that was made by this aircraft was 
filled,” said Mr. Piasecki. “Our ori- 
ginal design targets have all been 
reached and in some cases, exceed- 
ed.

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‘Reluctant’ Senate 
OKs Master Plan 


WASHINGTON.—The new master plan for air defense 
got by a reluctant Senate this week after senators made it 
clear the plan was “not the complete answer by any means.” 


The Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee rewrote the military con- 
struction bill to incorporate the 
plan and in so doing restored au- 
bie to build some 25 previousty- 

oved Nike-Hercules sites in the 
8. and eight in Hawaii. 

The giant $1.2 billion construc- 
tion measure passed the Senate 
after lengthy debate. The bill pro- 
vides 21,500 units of Capehart 
housing in fiscal 1960. It also in- 
cludes 461 units of appropriated 
fund hoysing — all at Army and 
Air Force locations — and 3444 
units of housing overseas for all 
services through sale of farm surt- 
pluses. Sen. John Stennis (D., 
Miss.) chaigman of. the subcommit- 
tee that considered the bill called 
for increased use of surplus com- 
modities for building housing. 

. - - 


THE ARMED Services commit- 
tee members embraced the air de- 
fense master plan with all the en- 
thusiasm of a bridegroom at a 
shotgun wedding and in bringing 
it to the Senate floor proceeded to 
blast it for a multitude of reasons. 

Sen. Howard W. Cannon (D., 
Nev.), said the plan was “like a 
political speech at election time. 
It contains something for every- 
one.” He said he was voting for the 
plan because it was the only one. 

Sen. Stennis, complaining that 
Congressional committees “should 
not be called upon” to make mili- 
iary decisions, said the plan “leaves 
much to be desired in scope and 
content but was a step in the right 
direction.” He said it would save 
$1.4 billion. 

. o * 

THE PLAN calls for a cutback 
in both Nike-Hercules and Bomarc 
air defense missiles but a continu- 
ation of both. At the same time, 
the Nike-Zeus anti-missile missile 
will be stepped up. While the Army 
will get its 33 Nike sites that had 


been cut, it will not get all the new 
Nike installations it had asked for 
the coming year. Defense told the 
committee it did not have to re 
store the $17 million in new Nike 


money that was cut from the au- 
thorization bill. In addition, the re- 
vised plan calls for a cut of $29 
million in Bomare and Sage con- 
struction money. 

In its original report the Stennis 
subcommittee referred to the Nike- 
Hercules as “virtually obsolete.” 
Stennis was asked if acceptance of 
the master plan meant the group 
had changed its mind. 

“The Nike-Hercules is certainly 
not useless,” the senator said. “But 
it is on its way out. I don’t see how 
it could cope with modern weapons 
that could come from planes.”

STENNIS SAID the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and the Secretary of De- 
fense are to review the Nike and 
Bomarc sites before new construc- 
tion starts and will report back to 
Congress before July 31. 

Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D., 
Wash.), a member of the Armed 
Services committee, told the Sen- 
ate the ICBM program will be ex- 
panded before the end of this ses- 
sion of Congress and that he ex- 


pects Defense to ask additional 
authorization for long-range mis- 
sile sites.

months or more on active duty. 
Those released in less than six 
months because of a service-con- 
nected disability will also be 
eligible.

will not be eligible for benefits 
under the proposal Sponsored by 
Sen.

They said it was all in the legal 
definition of the words “active 
duty” and “active duty “for train- 
ing.” They said only service peo- 
ple who serve on “active duty” 
for a period of six months or more 
are entitled to benefits while 
those who serve on “active duty 
for training” as is the case for 
six-monthers, are not entitled, even 
though they may meet all other re- 
quirements.

“It is a 
distortion of American ideas and 
principles to permit the draft 
system to exact from one man sub- 
stantial sacrifices in time, loss of 
earning power, and -separation 
from home and family, while leav- 
ing his contemporary to pursue a 
normal civil life.” 

The senator said “these inequi- 
ties can be redressed by restor- 
ing the GI Bill te our public laws.” 

Meanwhile, a House Veterans 
Affairs committee spokesman said 
his unit is giving the Yarborough 
proposal “a long, close study” with 
the intention of picking up the 
ball on the measure 4s soon as 
it passes the Senate. 

“We have a few differences of 
opinion as to the bill’s formula, 
but I think things can be worked 
out,” the spokesman concluded.

Yet as the Army’s arsenal be- 
comes increasingly complex, the 
demands grow on Army officers 
that they increase their understand- 
ing of technical matters. To ease 
this demand, the Army must have 
technical advisers available to their 
commanders. 
7. 
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UNLIKE other services, these 
technical advisers must be com- 
pletely responsive to military neces- 
sity. 

If the technical knowledge is 
needed far from the fighting, a 
civilian technical representative can 
supply this expert advice. 

But the Army must provide this 
technical advice far forward in the 
battle zone. Only a technician in 
uniform, subject to military dis- 
cipline and law, trained to re- 
spond to military orders and able 
to accept the military hierarchy, 
can meet this requirement. In 
many areas, this is the job for a 
warrant officer.

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Vacation Trips Often 


Show Slum

ALTHOUGH vacation time brings 
about many pleasing and re-| 
laxing hours—there is one dis- 
tasteful aspect about the annual 


travel period.

different localities and have a good 
chance to observe areas overrun 
by slums and inadequate recrea- 
tional facilities for youngsters.

AND the amusing thing is that 
Mr. Citizen doesn’t often have to 
go much farther than his back door 
to encounter such conditions. 

However, as the saying goes, 
“you never notice weeds in your 
own garden.” 

Actually there isn’t really any 
need for existence of these condi- 
tions. In operation right now is 
a program set up by the U. 8. Hous- 
ing Administration leading to the 
correction of such low standards. 

Norman P. Mason, Housing Ad- 
ministrator, has been attempting 
to encourage the “Workable Pro- 
gram” that promises to erase such 
degrading and beauty-marring lo- 
calities. 

However, the Housing leader 
must have help and its up to Mr. 
Citizen to provide that assistance. 

Frequently the military can 
lend a big helping hand in fur- 
thering the cause. 

A good example of this is cur- 
rently taking place in Port Hue- 
neme, Calif., where the commu- 
nity’s economy is based around 
the Naval Base. 

The major portion of the city's 
homes are around the base and 
in excellent condition, but a FHA 
survey of the area revealed the 
old gection around the docks is 
below standard. 

However, the Naval Base is con- 
sidering on expanding its dock fa 
cilities inland in which case the 
blighted area would be eliminated. 

This is only one instance of 
many when the military has coop- 
erated with a community in as- 
sisting a “workable program.” 

a . * 


SUCH eities as Washington, 
Philadelphia, New York, Balti- 
more, Chicago and Providence, to 
mention a few, have already felt 
the effects of the “Workable Pro- 
gram.” The metropolises have 
launched clean-up campaigns and 
already many slum sections have 
disappeared. 

Of course it’s not always that 
easy to receive the benefits of 
the program and many steps and 
years of study precede adoption 
of the plan. 

First the mayor of a certain 
community or a citizen’s group 
must start the ball rolling. Then 
the help of the local government 
is obtained and finally the U.S. 
Housing Administration is called 
in. 

Next follows the enforcement of 
codes for good housing, health and 
safety; plans for growth so busi- 
ness and industry have room to 
expand without blighting good 
homes and neighborhoods. 

With the basic steps completed 
an Urban Renewal analyst expert 
is called in to help the locality 
decide what project to undertake. 

Once the project decision has

It 
will take you out of the routine 
and sometimes petty problems of 
day-to-day work at the desk. or 
in the field and make you ‘think 
in terms of. national policy. and: 
foreign relations. 

At the same time it will lead 
you to a better understanding of 
your place as a military man in 
the scheme of modern develop- 
ments and help you in adapting 
yourself to the.changed concepts 
of warfare’ and foreign policy 
that circumstances are forcing 
us to adopt. 

Although the book is written 
by four high-ranking scholars 
and is scholarly in every sense of 
the word, you will find that it 
has none’ of the stodginess so 
often associated with scholariy 
works. Here is prose that stimu- 
lates, even sparkles; as it -in- 
forms you about the develop- 
ments and debates the great is- 
sues of the nuclear age.

Having read this book, you 
will. be inspired. to. search for 
your own answers.to the ques- 
tions. posed: by the circumstances 
affecting our national security. 
At the same time you will be bet- 
ter armed with facts on which 
you can base your thinking. 

You may not learn precise 
answers, but you will be able to 
reach some general conclusions 
as a result of reading this buok. 
Some of the possible conclusions 
have been neatly summarized in 
the foreword by Frederick S. 
Dunn, Director of the Center of 
International Studies at Prince- 
ton University. 

Of particular interest to 
Army personnel, in view of 
current Army doctrine, is the 
conclusion that “if the United 
States is not to court defeat 
in the precess of upholding 
its rights, it must, among 
other things, make available 
to the armed forces an ample 
measure of conventional as 
well as nuclear power.” Other 
conclusions are equally chal- 
lenging. 

The volume is a product of 
the Center of International Stud- 
ies at Princeton University. Each 
of ‘the eight chapters can stand 
alone as an essay on a specific 
subject, but the editor, William 
A. Kaufmann, has _ skillfully 
welded them into a unified work 
intended to help thoughtful citi- 
zens, responsible government of- 
ficials, and professional soldiers 
in shaping American military pol- 
icy. 

Professor Kaufmann, who not 
only edited this volume but also 
wrote the introduction and three 
of the chapters, was at the time 
of publication an assistant pro- 
fessor of history and research 
associate in the Center of Inter- 
national Studies. He is presently 
a consultant with the Rand Cor- 
poration. In his chapter on “The 
Requirements of Deterrence” he 
takes a close, hard look at cur- 
rent American policy in this 
field, concentrating largely on the 
strengths and weaknesses of -the 
doctrine of “massive retaliation.” 

Kaufmann’s chapter on “Lim- 
ited. Warfare” is an, énlightening 
discussion of a subject that until 
very recently has been little men- 
tioned and about which there are 
many misconeeptiofs. In view 
of current Army ‘doctrine; it is 
especially important that mem- 
bers of the Army thoroughly un- 
derstand what is meant -by lim- 
ited warfare. I know of no short

essay that will give you a better 
understanding than this informa- 
tive and thought-provoking chap- 
ter. 


In the final chapter of the 
volume, “Force and Foreign 
Policy,” Kaufmann considers 
the effect of the unprecedented 
destructive power of nuclear 
weapons on traditional con- 
cepts of force as a means of 
settling international disputes. 
Roger Hilsmann, who wrote 

chapters on “Strategic Doctrines 
for Nuclear War” and on “Coali- 
tions and Alliances,” is a gradu- 
ate of the U.S. Military Academy 
and a Ph.D. from Yale Univer- 
sity. He has served with distinc- 
tion as an Army officer in a 
variety of assignments, including 
the OSS and the CIA. At the 
time this volume was written he 
was a lecturer in public and in- 
ternational affairs and research 
associate in the Center of Inter- 
Studies. Presently he 
is an official of the Library of 
Congress.

and research associate in the Cen- 
ter of.

Knorr has published several 
books and many articles in the 
field of economics as related to 
military affairs. 

Passive air defense is-a respon- 
sibility of the entire nation— 
not just the military services, 
Knorr’s chapter on this subject 
will force you to think in big 
terms about the national problem 
of survival in the event of gen- 
eral war and will enlighten you 
on the advantages, costs, and 
shortcomings of passive defense 
measures. 

Gordon A. Craig, a Professor 
of History at Princeton Univer-, 
sity, is author of the chapter on 
“NATO and the New German 
Army.” Dr. Craig is a widely 
known and distinguished writer 
on military affairs, especially as 
related to Germany. The success 
of NATO,\and the fate of the 
Free World, may well depend on 
a successful integration of the 
new Germany army into NATO.

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Book Sees Nation 
Under Occupation 


FRANCE DURING THE GERMANY OCCUPATION 
1940-1944, translated from the French by Philip W. Whit- 
comb, Stanford University Press, 3 vols. $20.

HE winds of history have 

blown Abraham Lincoln and 
Robert E. Lee together as na- 
tional heroes. These three vol- 
umes predict, by implication, 
that Laval and DeGaulle may one 


day stand side by side in French 
esteem, with Petain nearby, just 
as figures of our Civil war have 
emerged from the shadows of 
prejudice. 

When the Occupation of France 
by the Germans was over, Ma- 
dame de Chambrun, daughter of 
Pierre Laval, began a 10-year 
search for documents to restore 
her father’s reputation. She be- 
lieved him genuinely a loyal citi- 
zen of France. She found many 
others who agreed. She collected 
documents, personal statements, 
statistics, reports, speeches, 
source material of every nature. 

When it was assembled the 
Hoover Institution of War, Revo- 
lution and Peace became con- 
vinced that “this material con- 
tributes a revealing picture of 
conditions in France during the 
Occupation and is essential to 
any study of that period.”

THE RESULTING three vol- 
umes in the excellent transla- 
tion of Philip Whitcomb are a 
treasure trove for the writer, the 
historian, the scholar. They are 
also, because of their deep hu- 
manity, the immediacy of their 
contents, and the wide range of 
French culture they display, a 
reading experience of immense 
excitement. You are there, there 
in the midst of the struggling, 
suffering France of the Second 
World War. 

You may begin with a convic- 
tion that it is nonsense to read 
that basically DeGalle, Laval and 
Petain sought the same _ goal, 
though with differing methods. 
But as you read you may come 
to accept this idea. You may con- 
cede that the men who conducted 
French affairs under the eyes of 
the Germans as Often as not 
blinded those same eyes with a 


brand of patriotism inconceiv- 
able to the Hitler dominated 
mind.

New Seaway 5 
May Lower 
Auto Prices 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Opening of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway to large 
ocean-going ships will result in 
slightly lower prices for imported- 
cat buyers living near ports of en- 
try; according to F.L. Armstrong, 
general sales manager of Mercedes- 
Benz Sales, Inc, 

“The seaway will reduce inland 
shipping costs for many midwes- 
tern purchasers,” Armstrong ex- 
plained, “and cut the shipping time 
for imported automobiles to the 
midwest.” 

Armstrong smmated that U.S. 
sales of Mercedes-Benz cars during 
the three-month period from March 
1 to May 31 exceeded all previous 
three-month periods, and was more 
than 130 per cent higher than io 
the same period last year. 

The first full cargo of 156 Mer- 
cedes-Benz automobiles to pass 
through the -seaway recently ar 
rived at Muskegon, Mich. 

The cars, made by Daimler-Benz, 
A. G,, Stuttgart West Germany, 
were shipped from Bremen aboard 
the Cecilia Falkland, a freigther 
with special cargo decks designed 
by the Wallenius Lines, of Stock- 
holm, Sweden, for transporting 
automobiles. It was the first voyage 
through the seaway for the 335-foot- 
long, 3,210-ton vessel. 

A reception was held aboard the 
ship for a group of officials who 
welcomed the vessel’s arrival at 
Muskegon. 

Officials present represented the 
Studebaker-Packard Corp. and its 
subsidiary, Mercedes-Benz Sales, 
Ine., of South Bend, Ind.; Daimler- 
Benz of North America, Inc., New 
York; Wallenius Lines; Karl Geut- 
her and Co., Bremen, shipping 
agents; West Michigan Dock and 
Market Co., and the Muskegon Port 
Authority. 

An average of 135,000 cars pass 
through the Muskegon docks an- 
nually, and port directors expect to 
receive a high percentage of futurs 
car shipments since the port has 
the specialized facilities and ex- 
perienced personnel to handle auto 
mobiles.

oonyEW YORK is a wonderful place to visit—but I’m glad 


I don’t live here .. .” I wish I had a nickel for each 
time I heard those words when I was living in New York 
during the days before marriage.

Army Streamlining 


Hurts Individual 

ALEXANDRIA, Va.; In a recent 
issue of Army Timés I offered a 
commentary which was captioned, 
“A Paradox In Command.” This 
is a follow-up. 

Why does the Army desire to 
separate experienced junior officers 
while senior officers desire to leave 
the Army? 

In the column I summarized my 
case, which paralleled those of 
riffed Reserve officers. 

I stated that a “humpty-dumpty” 
device was used which fitted any 
case that the Army desired it to 
fit at the time it desired. Various 
rationalizations were used to get us 
out as quietly as possible. We were 
paid a “readjustment” allowance 
based on previous years of service. 
(Although this money was based 
on a period of many. years service, 
one fourth of it was immediately 
deducted to fulfill the tax require- 
ment for the year in which it was 
received). 

Evidently no thought was given 
to the person as an individual. We 
were there just to fill the required 
gaps during a national emergency 
period which lasted during out “ca- 
reers.” This period lasted during 
the Reserve officer’s entire youth 
(and money-making period)—our 
creative years—were given to the 


Army. Now, 18 years later, we 
must return to the past to begin 
anew. 

The established Army pattern | 
follows with such clarity that it 
can almost be prog.osticated. The 


Army seems to be getting “stream- | 


lined” at the expense of the indi- 
vidual 

Since only a few more years re- 
mained, just before the unantici- 
pated RIF, I bought a home and 
settled in the area of my last as- 
signment. After being riffed, I en- 
listed for three years with a view 
towards extending the enlistment 
later. This now does not fit the 
Army’s pattern, so the regulation 
recently changed. (It fit our in- 
dividual remaining career pattern). 

I now cannot extend but must 
reenlist at the end of current en- 
listment. Extensions now can only 
be made up to 11 months (I will 
have 16 months). My minimam 
enlistment will extend to over 22 
years service under existing new 
regulations. This tends to indicate 
that all enlisted people cannot pro- 
gram their Army careers for an 
even 20 or 30 years, but retire- 
ment action will be taken between 
the beginning and ending of an en- 
listment. (This should cause addi- 
tional administrative action in the 
Army finance management system). 

After this enlistment expires I 
will reenlist for a period exceed- 
ing 20 years, receive the reenlist- 
ment bonus (which will be for the 
period of enlistment), take retire- 
ment action at 20 years service 
then be required to refund the dif- 
ference in “bonus.” (Why give it 
when it iy programmed to be re- 
turned? ) 

The pattern continues. Today’s 
headlines read, “Early Retirement 
Attacked.” This, of course, applies 
to retiring high rank officets. If 
laws and regulations are. created to 
govern them then they will natur- 
ally also apply to the lower ranks.

To avoid embar- 
rassment, the evaluator rates this 
man highly. 

By retaining the CER, the Army 
will continue to lose many qual- 
ified persons who can never qual-

subjective system. Eliminate that 
surplus 8000 pro pay allocation, use 
the MOS test in conjunction with 
an objective performance test 
which will give a fair indication 
of'a man’s know-how.

WASHINGTON.—A commanding 
officer must have “reasonable or 
probable cause” before he can carry 
out a search of his men, the Court 


,of Military Appeals has ruled here. 


The 2-1 detision’came in the case 
of SP4 Profe Brown, who was 


‘arrested after @ bottle of heroin 


was found on him. His commanding 
officer had Brown and his nine 
companions searched on their re- 
turn to camp. 

The only thing the commander 
had to go on, the majority said, was 
that some of the men were suspect- 
ed of being narcotics users and that 
one of them had borrowed $10 be- 
fore the group went to town. 

Speaking for’ himself and Chief 
Judge Robert E. Quinn, Judge Ho- 
smer Ferguson said, “While there is 


‘substantial discretion vested in the 


commanding officer to order a 


‘search of persons and property un- 


‘der his command, consideration of 
all the circumstances herein make 
it clear beyond cayil that (the com- 
mander) acted on nothing. more 
than mere suspicion. 

“Reasonable or probable cause 
was clearly lacking for both the ap-

prehension and the search and, al- 
though the military permits cer- 
tain deviations from civilian prac- 
tice in the procedures for initiating 
a search, the (Constitution) rights 
of the individual and the necessity 
that probable cause exist, therefore 
remain the same.” 

Judge: George W. Latimer ob- 
jected on gfounds thaf, although 
military .commanders don’t have 
unlimited .powers. of search, this 
case was proper and “in accordance 
with military custom,”

White Sands eee: Team 
On Round- the-Clock Alert 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N. M. — An emergency 
team at White Sands Missile Range 
stays on 24-hour standby and ren- 
ders aid.to hundreds of people, 
civilian;.and military during the 
year. 

Through close cooperation of 
the Provost Marshal Office and the 
Post Dispensary, lives are saved, 
suffering alleviated—and stranded 
motorists assisted — within the 
tract of desert that extends east of 
the Organ Mountains to White 
Sands National Monument and 
from the Fort Bliss range boun- 
dary in the south to a point some 
100 miles north, 

This emergency crew averages 
30 to 40 runs a month on and off 
post, with as many as four calls in 
one day, and ranging from lost 
children and car accidents—which 
increase during summer tourist 
season—to falls, heart attacks and 
aircraft accidents, 

Aid is given to one and all, mili- 
tary, civilian, transient and local, 
and rarely a week passes without 
the team going into action. 

Military police and civilian 
security guards assigned the 
Provost Marshal Office patrol the 
4000-square-mile ‘White’ Sands Mis- 
sile Range which includes a 
stretch of Highway 70. Patrol 
vehicles are equipped with two- 
way radios for direct communica- 
tion with the PMO, the. Mex- 
ico State Police and the dis- 
pensary. When an accident: is 
sighted or ah emergency arises, 
one or both police offices are noti- 
fied, and the dispensary alerted. 

Upon a flash from the military 
police, the WSMR _ emergency 
ambulance with a trained three- 
man ¢rew is on its way. 

& “ * , 

WITHIN THE PAST year, the 
saving of several lives has. been 
attributed to the fast, efficient 
work of the emergency team, and 
the skilled on-the-spot first ‘aid 
given by medical] technicians, Both 
military police and dispensary 
personnel have letters of commen- 
dation from fnjured persons who 
received help, officials and area 
doctors, including a letter from the 
Orthopaedic Surgery Group in El 
Paso, 

Cases definitely known to-~ in- 
volve military personnel are hand- 
led by miljtary police; otherwise, 
military and state police work _to- 
gether. 

In some instances, time is a de- 
cisive factor and a minute saved 
may Mean the difference between 
life and death. Therefore, badly 
injured persons—civilian, military 
or undetermined — are taken im-

mediately to the nearest hospital, 
which is alerted in advance by 
radio or telephone as to the nature 
of injury .or injuries, and number 
of people involved. 

By notifying the receiving hospi- 
tal in advance, doctors are ready 
and valuable time saved eSpecially 
in cases requiring surgery, trans- 
fusions or oxygen. 

When injuries are less serious 
or minor, military personnel are 
brought to the WSMR dispensary 
or taken to William Beaumont 
Army Hospital, and civilians to 
Las Cruces or El Paso hospitals, 
whichever is closer. 

“Due to the distance of the mis- 





sile range from a hospital, lives 
saved during an emergency are 
dependent largely upon our equip-| 
ment, especially ambulances” Col. 

Cc. €. Canada, Post Surgeon, said | 
this week. ‘‘Because of this great | 
distance and the number of people | 
dependent upon us—more than 
12,000 at the post itself—we must 
keep our ambulances in good con- 
dition and as reliable as possible.” 

DURING 1958 the Provost Mar- 
shal Office, headed by Lt. Col. H. 
B. Wells and with some 400 mili- 
tary and civilian employes, —rec- 
orded 228 accidents, with one fa- 
tality and emergencies ranging 
from lost mountain climbers .and 
children — three children in two 
weeks—to a crashed aircraft. 

On several of these occasions, 
military police were given auxili-| 
ary support by Detachment 3} 
(Army Aviation Branch), WSMR 
Fire Department, post range riders 
and the Southwestern Mountain- 
eers, a group of expert mountain 
climbers who are on 24hour call.

At the dispensary during 1958, 
more than 6000 patients a month 
received treatment — 31 percent 
increase over 1957—from the staff

is kept of off-post emergencies. 

Two doctors are on the emer- 
gency team and one -doctor serves 
as medical officer-of-the-day on 24- 
hour call. Doctors rotate on the 
latter assignment. 

Due to the distance to WBAH 
where maternity cases are hospi- 
talized, maternity cases are the 
most frequent emergencies for the 
medical crew. Since the first of the 
year, three babies have been born 
on the réSert road en route to 
WBAH and countless times, the 
ambulance arrived ahead of the

The Nile in winter 
for migratory quail is one of them. 
The tiny flyer, we call him the co- 
turnix, nests in western Poland and 
winters in Nasser’s Egypt. During 
late August the quail wing down 
across western and central Europe, 
making the Mediterranean hop on 
wings that appear too weak to fetch 
them a full mile, to wind up finally 
along the banks of the famous Afri- 
can stream. 

I have shot the bird on Don Qul- 
jote’s La Mancha in central Spain, 
killing a full bag during the morn- 
ing hours and after a lunch and a 
siesta returned in the afternoon for 
a second round. The best gun is a 
light 20 throwing an ounce of No. 
9s. But best of all is the Nile gun- 
ning during that gala period from 
December through February. 

As for big game there are oases 
around the world that are extraor- 
dinarily gifted, none perhaps more 
so than that remarkable country 
“down under,” New Zealand. Fifty 
years ago this island was totally 
devoid of big game. A campaign 
was begun and various critters were 





introduced, the most common being 
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s 
hot in an effort to hold the herds 
in check. The New Zealand Game 
Department seeks to attract Ameri- 


can sportsmen to their game-rife 
hills but the distance is too. great 
and the trophies are not sufficiently 
big or dangerous to appeal to your 
Yankee huntsman.

ANOTHER HUNTER’S Elysian 
Fields is Indo-China. The countries 
of Viet Nam, Cambodia and Laos 
hold tiger,.leopard, bear, buffalo, 
wild boar and elephant. There is, 
too, the world’s largest bovine, the 
gaur. This surly monster is one of 
the premier game animals of the 
sporting realm. Less than a score 
of Americans have ever bagged a 
trophy gaur. There are other spe- 
cies, too, virtually unknown to 
American hunters. The banteng, 
another member of the bovine clan 
and a first cousin to that Asiatic 
prize, the kupray. Both animals are 
buffalo but unlike as to appearance 
either the Asiatic water buff or the 
giant gaur. Lastly there is the 
world’s largest rhino, the great 
Asiatic one-horned behemoth. 

Iado-China has not been hunted 
since before War II. 

Finally there is Nehru’s India. 
Everyone thinks to go there 
tiger. When I go one of these days 
it will not be in quest of the great 
striped cats but I shall trek up into 
that glorious land that is Kashmir. 
There to stalk such little known tro- 
phies as markhor, ibex, wild yak, 
bharal, Tibet an antelope, brown 
stag, barking deer, snow leopard, 
and black bear, tahr, the Kashmir 
serow, goral and sambhar deer.
